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Dr. Quinn Retires From Massachusetts State Board 


Dr. John E. Quinn, 254 Essex Street, Salem, 
Massachusetts retired this last October as a 
member of the State Board of Registration in 
Optometry after having served as Board Sec- 
retary for the past twenty years. The Governor 
has filled the vacancy by the appointment of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Newby of Sharon, the first non- 
optometrist to be so appointed and is in ac- 
cordance with a law enacted in 1971 whereby 
all state boards of registration in Massachu- 
setts must include one member from the lay 
public. 


Dr. Quinn, one of the most knowledgeable 
men on the implementation of the state op- 
tometry law, has been active in professional 
and civic affairs since his graduation from 
Massachusetts College of Optometry in 1943, 
cum laude. He is a past Chairman of the 
Merrimack Valley District and the State So- 
ciety Education Committee. He is a fellow of 


the American Academy of Optometry and a 
member of the International Association of 
State Optometry Boards. He is directly re- 
sponsible for the establishment of the meet- 
ing of the six New England State Boards in 
Optometry held annually during the March 
Congress of the New England Council of 
Optometrists. 


Among his civic activities he is a former 
President and Director of the Salem Rotary 
Club and Salem Civic Music Association. He 
is presently a Director of the Y.M.C.A., Roger 
Conant Cooperative Bank and an Incorpora- 
tion the Salem Five Cent Savings Bank. 


Dr. Quinn will continue an active role in 
optometric affairs by serving as a member of 
the Legal & Legislative Affairs Committee of 
the Massachusetts Society of Optometrists. 
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
